Mr. Shubb said that yesterday was the 
original deadline for Mr. von Bolsch- 
wing to respond to the complaint, which 
was issued May 27. 

But he said that Federal District 
Judge Milton Schwartz had granted an 
extension to Aug. 10 and ordered Mr. 
von Bolsch wing’s response sealed. 

Judge Schwartz was not available for 
comment. 

Mr. von Bolsch wing’s wife, Agnes, 73, 
said that several Federal agents, include 
ing a Justice Department .officialrand 
two Central ’ Intelligence^ Agency offi- 
cers, discussed their interest in her hus- 
band at a meeting in February. She said 
that her husband's * son, Gus, -was 
present. But the officials told her that 
the case ’’was all settled,” she said in a 
| May interview. 

Son Cites Work for U.S. 

S Gus von Bolschwing, a San Francisco 
lawyer, said yesterday that his father 
“acted on behalf of the United States be- 
fore the war was over, and the United; 
States has known of his activities.”,; 1 ^ 
r^ He also said that his father was im- 
prisoned and tortured at Gestapo head- 
quarters in Berlin from August 1942 
through April 1943. 

The Government contends that Mr. 
von Bolschwing joined the SS in 1940 and 
rose to the rank of captain within a year., 
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
